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Grape Crop Substantially Cut By Storms 


SACRAMENTO -—- previous forecast of 4,200,000 Raisin variety production is 
California’s 1976 grape crop is tons, and 17 percent below the expected to be 1,500,000 tons, 
expected to total 3,150,000 3,789,000 tons produced last sharply below the 2,300,000 
tons, substantially below the year. tons forecast on September 1, 
and 32 percent below last year’s 
crop. Rains and poor drying 
weather during September 
caused sorisideeable damage. 

Grapes laid for drying were 
damaged by mold, rot, and 
insects. Grapes still on the vine 
for table or wine harvest had 
quality and quantity reduced by 
lowered sugar content and 
bunch rot. 

Growers are utilizing all 
methods available to salvage as 
many raisins as possible, but 
many lost their entire crop. 

Table variety output is 

forecast at 350,000 tons, down 
& from the September forecast of 
450,000 tons, and 12 percent 
below last year’s crop. The 
reduced expectations are the 
result of poor September 
weather resulting in reduced 
quality and bunch rot. 

The October 1 forecast of 
wine variety production is for 
1,300,000 tons. This is down 
from the September 1 forecast, 
but slightly above last year’s 
production. Bunch rot, slip 
skins, and insect damage have 
been above normal due to poor 
September weather. Also, rain 
and cool weather resulted in 
difficulties reaching sugar 
requirements.

Ban Against Strikes At Harvest Time 
Is Asked By State Agriculture Board 


POMONA — The California 
State Board of Food and 
Agriculture, during its October 
meeting at California State 
Polytechnic University in 
Pomona, unanimously passed a 
resolution calling for federal 
legislation against strikes 
involving perishable crops at 
harvest time. 

Such a strike against canners 
in California recently resulted in 
losses of many millions of 
dollars to growers of fruit and 
vegetable crops. 

The resolution urges the 
President of the United States as 
well as the Domocratic Party’s 
presidential candidate to pledge 
publicly that whoever shall be 
elected president in November 
will. . .“‘do his utmost to have 
Congress pass such legislation 
which will eliminate all strikes 
involving growers of perishable 
crops as indirect victims of such 
strikes at or immediately prior 
to harvest time.”

"“QUICK-DRIED” RAISINS MAY PR 
LOSS FROM RAIN IN FUTURE 


FRESNO — An experimental 
project being conducted by 
Vincent Petrucci, a professor of 
viticulture at California State 
University, Fresno, may save 
future raisin crops from damage 
caused by predicted rains like 
those experienced in late 
September. 

Petrucci has been working 
since 1968 on a research project 
to develop a process whereby 
grapes can be tured into raisins 
while still on the vine. The 
process uses a chemical spray of 
methyl oleate and potassium 
carbonate, a combination that 
reacts with the wax layer of the 
grape berry and allows the fruit 
to dehydrate. 

As part of the research 
project. Petrucci uses several 


Bureau Of Land Management Policy 
Review Period Extended To Jan. 31 


SACRAMENTO — The 
period for public review and 
comment on proposed changes 
in livestock grazing regulations 
for lands administered by the 
Interior Department’s Bureau of 
Land Management has been 
extended four months. The 
closing date is now January 31, 
1977. 

Secretary Thomas Kleppe 
Said the extension responds to a 
request from Govemor Mike 
O’Callaghan of Nevada, in his 
role as chairman of the Western 
Governor’s conference that 
convened in Wyoming in late 
September. In addition, 
members of congress from the 
Wester states have also asked 
for an extension of time. 

The Federal Range Code has 
remained essentially unchanged 
for nearly 40 years. However, 
new laws, such as the National 
Environmental Policy act, the 
Wild . Free-Roaming Horse and 
Burro act and the Endangered 
Species act have underscored the 
need to modemize grazing 
practices for multiple-use 
management of the public lands. 

Moreover, the Congress has 
passed the BLM “Organic Act,” 
which the president is now 
considering. Should the bill be 
signed into law by the president, 
the department will have to 
review carefully the proposed 


grazing regulations to make 
certain they conform with the 
Statute. 

The proposed regulations 
designate two types of grazing 
areas - management and 
custodial. Management areas 
would be those needing intensive 
management of livestock grazing 
to protect and improve public 
land resources. Seasons of use, 
number of livestock authorized, 
areas to be grazed and sequence 
of grazing use would all be 
specified in the permits or leases. 

For the custodial areas, areas 
with small amounts of public 
lands containing no critical 
resource conditions, only limited 
stipulations would be needed 
Since livestock grazing would 
have limited impact on the 
resource. 

After all comments have been 
reviewed and analyzed by. BLM, 
final regulations will be 
developed. These will be 
announced around July 1, 1977. 
The revised grazing regulations 
are scheduled for full 
implementation by March 1, 
1978. 

All comments, suggestions or 
objections to the proposed 
changes should reach the 
Director (210), Bureau of Land 
Management, Washington, D.C. 
20240, by January 31, 1977.

This 
becomes the control product to 
compare with the “dried on the 
vine” product. 

When rain was first forecast 
for the valley in September, it 
was decided to try a different 
experiment using the chemical 
spray. 

Don Bavaro, CSUF vineyard 
manager, said, “We handpicked 
our grapes on August 26, and 


placed them on paper trays. We - 


then applied enough of the 
chemical spray to the grapes to 
cover them, but not wet the 
paper.” For the experiment, he 
said the project crew used a 
five-gallon Hudson sprayer and 
applied the solution by hand. 
David Foster, a research 
technician in viticulture, 
directed the field work. 

Bavaro said the warm 
temperatures in the first week of 
September, ranging between 90 
and 100 degrees, plus the use of 
the chemical spray allowed the 
raisins to be rolled on August 
30, and boxed on September I; 
just six days after picking. 

Bavaro said the time saved 
proved significant. However, he 
said without the warm 
temperatures, the crop could 
have remained in the field as did 
much of the valley’s raisin crop 
this year. 

Bavaro said research will be 
continued on this experiment to 
see whether it canbe used on a 
large scale with success. 
Questions yet to be answered 
include how much of the spray 
should be used? Can the spray 
be applied by machines or from 
the air with the desired effect? 
And, is there a better way of 
harvesting the raisin crop? 

Bavaro said one possibility 
for the future would be to pick 
the green fruit witha mechanical 
grape harvester which also would 
apply the chemical spray and 
place the grapes on a continuing 
roll of paper in the field. This 
would eliminate much of the 
stems and leave only the grape 
berry on the paper. Then the 
raisins could be picked up by 

another machine, saving time 
and labor.

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SACRAMENTO — 
Commissioner of Reclamation 
Gilbert G. Stamm says the 
Bureau and Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company of California 
have agreed to begin 
negotiations which may convert 
agricultural waste water - 
heretofore a serious water 
quality problem - into a valuabl 
resource. : 

Stamm said PG&E hopes to 
use waste water from 300,000 
acres of Bureau-irrigated land to 
cool one or more nuclear power 
plants in the northern part of 
California’s San Joaquin valley. 
Because of uncertainties over 
California’s coastal legislation 
the company is looking at inland 
locations to develop a mix of 
coastal and inland sites. 
However, a shortage of high 
quality water exists at the inland 
locations. 

Bureau proposals to dispose 
of the waste water in the San 
Francisco Bay/Delta area have 
met with strong objections from 
citizens fearing adverse effects 
on Bay/Delta water quality. 

According to Bureau 
Regional Director Billy E. 
Martin, Sacramento, the Bureau 
has assured the company that 
agricultural waste water from 
the San Luis Drain could be 
made available to the company 
for power plant cooling 
purposes, subject to agreement 
on the details of a contract. 

The drain is currently under 
construction from a point near 
Kettleman City to Kesterson 
reservoir, near Gustine. It will 
carry subsurface agricultural 
waste water from the San Luis 
Unit of the Central Valley 
project. Martin said the Bureau

expects to begin collecting waste 
water about 1980 and by the 
year 2000 collections will be 
averaging 20,000 acre-feet to 
1 07,000 acre-feet annually. The 
higher figure is dependent upon 
the installation of on-farm tile 
drainage systems by individual 
farmers. Present plans are to 
extend the drain to an as yet 
undetermined point in the 
western Delta or San Francisco 


y. 

PG&E is interested in taking 
the waste water at Kesterson 
reservoir and delivering it to one 
or more possible nuclear plant 
sites on the eastern side of the 
San Joaquin valley about 50 
miles east of Kesterson. Each 
nuclear plant of two 1,000 
megawatt units would require 
abut 50,000 acre-feet of waste 
water. 

Martin said that there should 
be enough waste water available 
to meet the cooling needs of a 
single 1,000 megawatt unit by 
1990 and possibly enough for 
four or five units by the year 
2000. The Bureau, Martin said, 
has agreed to begin negotiations 
for up to 50,000 acre-feet. 

Ultimately, Martin said, there 
may be as much as 150,000 
acre-feet of drainage water 
available. However, a 
cooperative Inter-agency 
Drainage program - a study 
sponsored by the Bureau, State 
Department of Water Resources, 
and the State Water Resources 
Control board - may identify 
competing. uses for the water. 
Other possible uses, in addition 
to power plant cooling, include 
marsh development and 
management, and increasing 
Delta outflow.

Wallace said there is plenty of 
time left this year for a 
generation to develop and then 
overwinter in a state called 
diapause and “hurt us” in 1977. 
“If this is permitted to happen 
we might be confronted next 
planting season with a greatly 
expanded early generation - an 
explosion that nobody wants,” 
he said. 

Wallace said it is more urgent 
than ever for the. annual 
plowdown, which generally has 
an early February deadline, to 
be accomplished earlier than 
usual. He urged the following 
steps tobe taken: © 

1) Growers should pick as 
completely and as early as 
possible and get the cotton out 
of the fields even if they have to 
store it elsewhere; 

2) Remaining stubble should 
be thoroughly shredded; and 

3) A complete and thorough 
plowdown should follow 
shredding. 

Wallace said he is in full 
accord with the Cotton Pest 
Control Board committee that 
made the plowdown 
recommendations to him.

VISALIA — A variety of 
crops are. moving in Tulare 
county according to report for 
the week ending October 16 
from the office of Clyde R. 
Churchill, agricultural 
commissioner. 

Corn grain harvest is 
underway; warm weather of the 
past week should help milo 
maturity; early planted milo is 
nearing harvest; bird activity is 
increasing in milo fields. 

Cotton harvest has begun and 
defoliation continues in many 
fields. Regrowth of cotton from 
the recent rain in becoming a 
problem. Rain damage to 
blackeyes is mounting. 

Late varieties of walnuts are 
being harvested. Some nuts 
knocked to the ground during 
the recent storm were rain 
damaged. Pomegranates are bing 
picked with splitting of the fruit 
becoming a problem. Gradeout 
of grapes is heavy due to slip 
skins. Olive harvest is in full 
swing with fruit size good. 

Susan avocados are being 
picked in volume with Bacon 
and Zutano varieties nearing 
maturity. Valencia oranges are 
being picked and shipped. New 
crop of Navels is making 
satisfactory progress. 

A limited amount of fall 
vegetables are moving to the 
markets. 

Rangeland grasses are growing 
well but supplemental feeding is 
still necessary.

EDUCATION 
IS EXPANDED 


PORTERVILLE — Students 
in the Porterville Public School 
system who have special 
learning, .emotional, or physical 
handicaps. are expected to 
benefit greatly this year from 
Tulare County’s new Master Plan 
for Special Education, according 
to Special Education Director 
Chuck Richmond. 

Porterville will begin the first 
year of the three-year 
State-funded Master Plan - 
effective immediately - with the 
addition of approximately 11 
resource | specialists aides in 
kindergarten through 12 
classrooms, and the addition of a 
Program Specialist and an 
Educational Assessment Service 
Liaison person. 

Richmond said that the 
Master Plan will more than 
double the number of students 
eligible for Special Education 
services - from 86 last year to 
300 this year in the learning 
handicap classification alone. 

Besides learning handicap 
classification, three other Special 
Education categories are 
recognized under the Master 
Plan. They are: Communicative- 
ly handicapped, severely 
handicapped, and physically 
handicapped.
